Tie was last seen early that evening, as

[n an automobile. 


Durkc, who had served as deputy 


sheriff and tax collector, summoned, a 
physician an hour later an announced 
he hafl been shot hy Hartley on the 
walk in front of the. Burke residence. 
He hail a bullet wound in one of his 
legs. 
The next morning- he had 


warrant Issued for Hartley's arrest. 


Three days later Hartley's body was 


found In what has been described as 
a liquor smuggler's cache in the woods 
along the road to Canada, two miles 
norlh of Jackman.

Amendment to Reply to King's Speech 


LONDON, Feb. 11.—William Brace, president ol the Soutb Wales 


Ministers fcderatiDii, speaking in the house of commons in behalf of 
labor today, moved an amendment to the reply to the speech from the 
throne delivered yesterday by King George, expressing regret for the
